With  the  ring¬ 
ing  of  the  cow  bell,  we  were  ushered  into  a  room  but  since  sixty-two  of  us  were 
too  many  for  one  teacher,  Mr.  Bolton  and  Miss  Ferrell  divided  us  between  them. 
Thus  we,  occupying  the  regular  Freshman  room  and  auditorium,  started  our 
high  school  career. 

During  this  year  we  rated  one  date  on  the  school  calendar  when  we  were  hosts 
and  hostesses  at  a  party  for  the  Sophomores.  The  rest  of  the  time  we,  anxious¬ 
ly  awaiting  the  time  when  we  would  become  the  principals  of  Falmouth  High 
School,  kept  our  seats  in  the  background. 

In  1939  we  returned  as  Sophomores  full  of  wisdom,  we  thought.  The  en¬ 
largement  of  our  building  which  meant  a  more  spacious  auditorium,  and  addi¬ 
tional  rooms;  such  as,  a  home  economics  three  room  apartment  and  the  com¬ 
mercial  department  quarters,  was  a  pleasant  surprise  for  us.  We  experienced 
many  changes  in  our  faculty  —  five  in  all:  Mrs.  Quattlebaum,  Mr.  Williams, 
Miss  Roberts,  Mrs.  Upton,  and  Mrs.  Briggs.  That  spring  we  were  guests  of 
the  Freshmen  at  a  delightful  party  given  in  our  auditorium. 

We  numbering  about  twenty  less  than  originally,  entered  the  Junior  class; 
some  of  our  classmates  had  stopped  to  go  to  work,  and  others  failing  in  their 
subjects,  had  been  left  behind.  At  last  we  were  getting  in  the  spotlight  and 
others  were  realizing  our  importance  to  Falmouth  High  School.  The  Seniors 
gave  a  very  enjoyable  dance  in  our  honor.  We  worked  very  hard  that  year  to 
finance  the  biggest  event  of  the  school  term,  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet  and 
Dance.  Our  bankroll  was  accumulated  through  proceeds  of  a  benefit  movie — 
thanks  to  Mr.  Pitts — sale  of  candy  and  a  play,  Lena  Rivers.  A  delightful  trip 
to  Fairview  Beach  expressed  “So  Long"  to  each  other  for  a  pleasant  summer 
vacation. 

In  September  1941  we,  now  the  principal  characters  of  the  school,  proudly 
moved  into  the  Senior  room  and  took  over  our  all-important  job.  We  regret¬ 
ted  Mr.  Bolton’s  absence  because  of  illness;  however,  we  soon  were  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  Mr.  Nicholls  who  as  teacher  and  coach  has  patiently  and  com¬ 
petently  guided  us  through  this  year.  Through  much  hard  work  and  coopera¬ 
tion  between  teachers  and  pupils,  we  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  we  published 
the  first  annual,  THE  INDIAN  LEGEND,  and  presented  the  first  operetta,  In  An 
Old  Kentucky  Garden,  at  Falmouth  High  School. 

Thus  our  group  activities  end  and  our  high  school  days  will  be  a  pleasant 
memory  that  lingers  forever  in  each  of  our  minds.
